J U N E A U , Alaska—A U S. Coast Guard icebreaker seized two Soviet 
fishing vessels early today and took the commander of Russia’s 
Bering Sea fishing fleet into custody after he ordered his ship to break 
and run with a U.S. boarding party aboard. 
Coast Guard headquarters in Washington gave the icebreaker Storis 
permission to fire warning shots across the bow of the fleeing factory 
ship Lamut as it left the 12 mile limit of American territorial waters 
off an Alaskan island and headed into the open sea. 
The Russian commander, Vladimar Artemov, surrendered for a 
second time, however, after a two hour chase, and no shots were fired 
Coast Guard officials said the U.S. prize crew aboard the Lamut ap­ 
parently was never in danger during the chase 
Throughout the chase in the ice-covered waters between Alaska and 
the Russian coast the second Soviet ship, which also had a U S prize 
crew aboard, continued on course as ordered toward an American 
naval base

the Gallup Poll’s list ot the 1« people 
most admired by Americans And in 
last weeks mail comes a similar 
listing from the 700 freshmen who 
entered Antioch College in the fall of 
1971 
The difference between the 
two lists sheds some pale January 
lights on the gulf which separates 
the liberal elite from the mass of 
Americans. For Antioch, at Yellow 
Springs, Ohio, is to the world of the 
ADA and the ACLU as Grambling 
College is to pro football 


The Gallup Poll, conducted among 
1.504 adults of both sexes, contained 
few surprises There was President 
Nixon heading the list for the third 
consecutive 
year, 
followed 
by 
evangelist Billy Graham and Sen 
Edward Kennedy, who held the 
same positions last year 


.The Big Three were followed, in 
order of their popularity, by Lyndon 
Johnson, Hubert Humphrey, Spiro 
Agnew. 
Ralph Nader (the only 
newcomer to the list). Pope Paul 
VI, Bob Hope and George Wallace. 
The kids at Yellow Springs, who 
were invited to list 20th Century 
personalities, living or dead, saw 
things somewhat differently Their 
Top Ten. in order of popularity: 
Indian 
nationalist 
Mohandas 
Gandhi, civil rights leader Martin 
Luther 
King Jr., 
Black 
Power 
advocate Malcolm X, philosopher 
Bertrand Russell. British educator 
AS. 
Neill, 
humitarian 
Albert 
Schweitzer, iconoclast Ralph Nader 
(the only duplication on the two 
lists), labor leader Ceasar Chavez, 
artist Pablo Picasso and the late 
President John F Kennedy 
Comparing the two lists, one finds 
that the average American still has 
considerable respect for his political 
leaders Five of Gallop s top six and 
six of the total of 10 are politicians, 
all of whom, with the exception of 
LBJ. are active 
The only politician who made the 
Antioch list was John Kennedy and, 
with the dimming of the vision of 
Camelot. he slipped from No 2 to 
No 
10 between 
1964 and 
1971. 
President Nixon, the champion of 
Gallup s 
Middle 
Americans, 
received not one vote from an 
Antioch freshman 
The Middle Americans demon­ 
strated their traditional attitude 
toward “ furriners" by naming only 
one. Pope Paul VI. to their list, and 
even he slipped from fifth in 1970 to 
eighth last year In contrast, the 
kids came up with live, all of whom 
are associated with pacifism. 
Both groups were in agreement on 


their attitude toward the business 
establishment. This was expressed 
both by the exclusion of any indus­ 
trialist or tycoon from either list 
and by the inclusion of consumer- 
advocate Ralph Nader on both (and 
by the Antioch listing of Chavez in 
the No. 8 spot).

Those who have predicted the 
county 
supervisors 
might 
be 
working on an insidious campaign to 
raise their $12.(KM) a year salaries 
haven't considered all the angles, 
according to county government 
insiders. 
And Fourth District Supervisor 
Francis H. Beattie, of Lompoc, 
wants it known that he is denying 
any insinuations that he is working 
on 
a 
subterranean 
level 
to 
accomplish any salary hike. 
“ I knew what the pay was when I 
took the job four years ago" said 
Beattie, who is expected to seek 
reelection in the June Primary. “ I 
am not in favor of a raise 
Beattie said he has “ dressed 
down" sources which spread the 
report he is after more money 
South Coast Supervisors George 
H Clyde and Daniel G. Grant are 
not seeking reelection this year It 
would not be to their interests or the 
public’s, they are said to believe, to 
feist an increase on the taxpaying 
public in their farewell year. 
That takes care of a majority need 
to raise the pay level, it appears. 
But even beyond the lineup of 
supervisors against a pay raise is 
the fact that it is felt certain none of 
the board members wants to go 
through the traumatic experience of 
attracting 
a 
vehement 
protest 
against a pay raise proposal at this 
tune. 
Attempts 
by 
supervisors 
— 
sometimes successful 
but 
more 
often not — to raise their own pay 


have 
in 
many 
cases 
brought 
taxpayers out in angry protesting 
swarms. 
Ventura County supervisors went 
through a humiliating experience 
not many months ago. 
Santa Barbara County supervisors 
should look at the press accounts of 
that experience and think twice 
before being foolish enough to ask 
for more money now 
Public censure has heaped on the 
heads of some of the Ventura super­ 
visors for wanting higher salaries by 
taxpayers 
who 
brought 
out 
embarrassing facts and innuendos 
about the outside income of the 
supervisors. 


The fact that some Santa Barbara 
County supervisors — a majority, at 
least — have sizeable income from 
businesses or professional work 
over and above the supervisorial 
salaries is bound to be brought out. 
Beattie doesn't need that kind of 
publicity 
if 
he 
is 
running 
for 
reelection: and neither do any of the 
board members. 


There have been two referendum 
elections which have gone against 
the supervisors in recent years. 
They are well aware of the muscle 
of the voting public, and the short 
fuses of taxpayer organizations 
But 
by far the most cogent 
argument against raising super­ 
visorial pay at this time is the fact 
that 
the 
county 
has 
all 
the 
candidates it wants willing to run 
for supervisor at $12,000 a year 


There may be as many as seven 
seeking Supervisor Grant's job 
The two announced candidates, 
and 
the 
potential 
candidates 
seemingly would be satisfied beyond 
measure 
with such a powerful 
position that paid, in addition to the 
almost unlimited power. $12.000 per 
year 
There may be three or four 
candidates for the First District 
supervisorial post that will be up for 
grabs this year 
Santa Barbara 
Mayor Gerald Firestone, mentioned 
as a candidate, is getting $9.000 a 
year A $3,000 raise would look good 
to him. 


More and more attorneys are 
looking at the supervisor job with 
interest now that the board has its 
first attorney — First District 
Supervisor Charles F. Catterlin 
But it is in the Fifth District that 
there is likely to be a record 
footrace for the job when and if 
incumbent Curtis Tunnell calls it a 
day when his term is over 


A Santa Maria politician said: 
‘i f you think there are a lot of 
people going to run for Dan Grant’s 
job. just consider what is going to 
happen in Santa Maria when Tunnell 
gives up Almost every member of 
City Council is interested, along 
with present and former mayors, 
and

And, he added, nobody is talking 
of the need to raise the salary to
